come soiled after using them a few 
months it becomes necessary to learn 
o do the work at home. The follow- 
ng method is an easy one, and after 
giving it a trial, we feel sure that any 
housekeeper would find it more satis- 
factory than to trust them to the ten- 
der mercies of the ordinary washer- 
woman, says an exchange. 


Take the curtains down carefully, re- 


move all the pins or small rings that 
have been used to keep them 1« nlace, 
and shake them thoroughly to remove 
the dust. 
If'there are any broken 


places, they should be darned with fine 
thread before they are put In the wa- 
ter for very small rents are apt to be- 
come large holes during the laundering 
process unless they are carefully mend- 
ed. Prepare half a. tubful of hot wa- 
ter adding a little borax and enough 
soap to make a strong suds. Let them 
soak in this half an hour, then rub 
them gently between the hands and 
work them up and down until tfie wa- 
ter looks dark. Pass them through the 
wringer, being careful to keep them 
from catching on a nail or screw or 
tearing in any way. Two suds prepar- 
ed in the same way are usually needed 
to get them clean. The borax saves the 
curtains by lessening the amount 
of rubbing necessary 
to 
get them 


clean, and should always be used for 
washing anything that requires care-

success made In raising fruit grow- 
ing palms in the United States. The 
climate and soil of the arid region o^ 
central and southern Arizona and the 
south western corner of California have 
been found to be similar to that of the 
natural date growing countries and 
northern Africa. 
Crops of as high as 


300 pounds of fine flavor and a fair 
size from single trees arc reported. The 
trees are not yet grown in established 
orchards, but are scattered over many 
of the larger ranches.

propagated eithej: by seeds or suckers.

about his death by rehearsing hi* own 
fuueral. For the last two year* ol his 
iife. after resigning ife* 
seentw of 


Spain and the Netherlands to hli son 
Philip, in 1S5S. Charles retired to the 
monastery of VuBie. in Estrtmadura. 
and there lived a Holster life in close 
intercourse wkh the monks, devoting 
much time 10 religious exercises.

ing this period, prompted. It may be, 
by the example of Cardinal de la 
Marck. who for several years 4>etor« 
bis deaio, in 1528. bad annually re- 
hearsed his own obsequies, the esBP*r" 
or. in the summer of 1558. formed th« 
resolution to celebrate his own funeral 
before he died.

•ent courtyard said to have been plant- 
ed by St. Sada, A. D. 490. 


The dates of a single bunch are usu- 


ally several weeks in coming to ma- 
turity, a few, ripening each day. 
As 


they "mature they are picked or shaken 
from the trees, dried in the sun, and 
when hard put away for future use. 
Eight fruit bunches is the average 
yield of a tree in Algeria, each bunch 
"averaging in weight about 17% pounds. 
OF may weigh as high as 42 pounds. 
Each well-developed cluster bears as 
many as 2,000 dates, so that upon a 
single tree there may be from 16,000 
to lS,000.,<Jates. A tree in Fezzen is 
recorded to have produced 440 pounds 
of camel dates in a single season. 


The growers of Arizona, as do those 


of other countries, find that much in- 
jury to tV. fruit is caused by birds and 
injects. 
Birds arc- particularly fond of 


the rich, sweet flesh, and when' an 
opening is picked into the outer covet- 
ing bees and other insects usually 
complete the work of destruction. This 
fruit is protected more easily from this 
source of injury than most other vari- 
eties, as it is produced in a few large 
bunches, and bunches may easily be 
covered with cheese cloth sacks.
